"Merchants of this 
country are as deptndent upon the bank- 
ers o£ Europe in their financial transac- 
tions with their American neighbors, as 
they are upon the shipowners of Great 
Britain for transportation facilities, 2nd 
will continue to lobor under those embar- 
rassments until b inking systems are estab- 
lished. The raport of the committee of 
the Fan-American Conference presents a 
simple and eaay method of relief and the 
enactment of the measure recommended 
will, in the judgment of tho Conference, 
result in the establishment of proper facil- 
ities for inter-American banking."

OFF. 


Charles Eerie'* Experience In an Nitro- 


Olycerlne Explosion, 


Special to th* IODBIUL. 


NEW You, May 27.—At 10 o'clock yes- 


terday morning one of the small buildings 
of the Eieelleior Nitro-Qlycerine Work* at 
Baychester, on tbe Long Island Sound, 
was blown -to atoms by the explosion of 
nitre-glycerine in process ot manufacture. 
The works are situated about one-half 
mite from tbe Dittmar Dynamite Works at 
Bayeheater, where so many explosions 
have taken place with loas of life. The 
mtro-glyoerine works consist of A half 
dozen one-story structures, psinted black 
and give employment to a dozen men. 


Just before the explosion Charles Earlo, 


the only workman in the building, noticed 
that tbe thermometer used to register tbe 
degrees of heat when the nitric acid ia 
mixed with the glycerine, indicated tbe 
danger point. 
He hurried out, ran'200 


yards away and threw himself on the 
ground. That saved his life, as the force 
of tho explosion which occurred a moment 
later was such that it shook tbe earth for 
miles away. The only injury Earle received 
was the loas of a portion of his ear. 


The loss to the company is said to be 


$500. It waa the first .explosion that had 
ever occurred at tbe works. The amount 
of the explosive material destroyed waa 
less than 100 pounds, and instead of mak- 
ing a hole in'tbo ground, as ii the CMC with 
dynamite explosions, the force of tbe ex- 
plosive was expended upward and in the 
air.
